| had a promo poster for Aladdin Sane up 
on my wall when | was in high school.

When CDs became the ” new’ thing, both 
ChangesOneBowie and Changes TwoBowie basi- 
cally lived in my CD player. | didn’t get to see 
Bowie live until “Let’s Dance Tour” — not 
exactly his most critically acclaimed album, 
but it was an amazing show. Worth the wait. 
Two other albums that Bowie was involved 
with that | played the grooves off of as a 
teenager were: Iggy Pop’s Lust For Life and 
The Idiot. Mick Ronson made me want to play 
guitar, so that was huge. 


BRENT 


For as long as | can remember, I’ve had David 
Bowie in my life. Some of my most fond and 
early memories are my grandmother playing 
his records as | sat there wide-eyed, listening 
to the stories she would tell me on how to 
play “correct” rock ’n’ roll (Bowie was one of 
her prime examples), and how a performer 
SHOULD perform. 
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Raised primarily by her, | never really had a 
strong influence in my life of a “real” mother 
or father. Mr. Bowie became a sort of stand-in 
during the early years. As time went on, and 
I’m sure due to her influence, all | wanted to 
do was perform. To be in the spotlight and to 
not only put on a show, but to put on the best 
damn show that | could. Like David. She would 
dress me up and call her friends over to watch 
me lip sync his music. 


When the ’80s and MTV arrived, | was 
approaching my teenage years. In a time when 
being gay wasn’t nearly (if at all) accepted as 
it is now, it’s something | knew about myself 
early on.Again, David Bowie was showing me 
that it was OK to be a “freak” or to push 
gender boundaries. Later, when artists such 
as Prince and Madonna would come into my 
life, | would consider them my personal Holy 
Trinity, and the ever-growing puzzle of life 
seemed like it was falling into place. 


His entire catalog of work reads to me like a 
how-to manual and always will. Grandma once 
asked me what | wanted to be when | grew 
up, and | replied in a heartbeat: David Bowie.

| was about 8 when | first heard “Life On 
Mars?” on 106.7 KROQ. In my 8-year-old 
mind, | imagined a lonely man floating into 
space, traveling to the red planet.

| grabbed any pocket change | could find —

My first Bowie album was the compilation 
Changesbowie. That became the driving 
soundtrack to my late teenage years, along 
with my Smiths and Cure best ofs. I’d listen 
while picking up my brother from middle 
school or driving around doing nothing 
with my friends. Bowie for me reminds 
me of time in which | stopped listening 
to whatever was on the radio and MTV 
and sought the classics, stuff that reso- 
nated with me and felt more attuned 
with who | was, or who | wanted to 
be. 


“Heroes” was a radio hit in the late 

90s, as covered by The Wallflowers, a band 
| liked at the time, for the soundtrack to 
a godawful Godzilla movie. | hadn’t heard 
the Bowie original until | got Changesbowie, 
and that was the song that really blew me 
away. My friends and | would take turns 
imitating Bowie’s ridiculous (but awesome) 
cries during that second verse. It wasn’t 
until later that | read The Perks of Being a 
Wallflower and related a little too closely, 
as the characters were equally touched 
upon hearing the song for the first time. It’s 
one of those things where you don’t even 
really know what you’re hearing, thanks to 







that otherwordly wall of sound created by 
Brian Eno’s oscillating synths and Robert 
Fripp’s careening guitar feedback. You just 
know it’s something that hits you in the gut 
and speaks to something deeper about you 
and, as a teenager, the indescribable things 
you've yet to experience.

(PAVLOV INSTITUTE) 

Day 869. I’ve lost track of the number of times 
I’ve played Days With Dr. Yen Lo but am begin- 
ning to question whether the music has taken 
a toll on my free will and consciousness. Ka’s 
hypnotic delivery and _ bleak, crime-driven 
imagery echo through my mind with terrifying 
precision, urging me to seek a higher standard 
of MCing. His voice is a whisper in the back of 
my thoughts, reminding me of what it means to 
break free from the conventions of rap music in 
pursuit of something genuine. Something sinister 
and unsettling. Preservation’s dirty, sample-based 
music plays like an epic spy film score or perhaps 
some forgotten Blacksploitation soundtrack, 
giving Ka’s words life and clouding my brain with 
its atmospheric detail. There are no drums to 
ground me, no breakbeats to cement my grip 
on reality. There is only the music and Ka’s cold 
voice, leading me onward. It is apparent now 
that Days With Dr. Yen Lo has taken its toll. | have 
no choice but to obey. To destroy the competi- 
tion. To herald Days With Dr. Yen Lo as the best 
hip hop album of 2015. 


B. Dolan — Kill the Wolf 

(STRANGE FAMOUS) 

Dolan’s latest offering takes the aggressive 
artistry of 2010’s Fallen House, Sunken City and 
molds it into something that’s easier to swallow 
but every bit as bold. Conceptual lyricism and 
no-nonsense rap bars are the name of the game 
here, along with a grungy rock aesthetic similar 
to POS. Dolan’s sharp lyrics shine on songs like 
“Graffiti Busters,’ on which he raps from the 
perspective of a disgruntled graffiti buffer while 
cleverly paying homage to the art. “Rats Get 
Fat” tells a simple but effective allegorical tale of 
what happens to those who abuse positions of 
power, while “Who Killed Russell Jones?” exam- 
ines the potential parties responsible for Ol 
Dirty Bastard’s death and touches upon deeper 
issues facing the hip hop music industry as a 
whole. The album’s killer production is handled 
largely by B. Dolan himself, with guest offerings 
from Cecil Otter,Alias and Buddy Peace further 
beefing up the project’s visionary sound. Amidst 
the herd of recent indie rap releases, Kill the Wolf 
is ahead of the pack. 





White Boiz — Neighborhood 


Wonderful (STONES THROW) 

One of the biggest surprises of last year, hands 
down. This collab between Krondon (Strong 
Arm Steady) and Shafiq Husayn (Sa-Ra) is 
some of the most soulful and organic hip hop 
to emerge in 2015. The universe that Shafig has 
crafted on this album exists in a space similar 
to Madlib or J Dilla, with a very dusty and off- 
kilter sound that pairs erratic funk breaks with 
deep soul samples and live instrumentation. 
Krondon’s thick voice works wonders over 
Shafiq’s original sound, with an unusual delivery 
that switches between smooth, half-spoken 
confessionals and aggressive chopping. His lyrics 
are focused around issues of race and religion in 
the neighborhood struggle, and the album feels 
like a loose dialogue that plays out as a cohesive 
thematic whole.As someone who’s never been a 
big fan of Strong Arm Steady’s output, | was very 
impressed by the sound of this project and think 
that it lets Krondon shine in bold new ways. 
Trumps Knxwledge’s Hud Dreems as my favorite 
Stones Throw release of 2015. 


Bleubird — Lauderdale 

(FAKE FOUR INC.) 

Bleubird is one of those rappers who takes on 
a whole new dimension the first time you meet 
him in person. He’s the charismatic oddball at 
the heart of every animated conversation. The 
outcast that draws a circle of people wher- 
ever he drifts. His left-leaning tendencies tend 
to shine on his rather baffling creative discog- 
raphy, which ranges from incendiary political 
rap bangers to quiet indie pop folk. His fifth 
full-length solo album, Lauderdale, takes every- 
thing you know about Bleubird and turns it on 
its head, presenting a glammed-out club banger 
of an album that would make Alien from Spring 
Breakers feel proud. This is some Florida roots 
music right here, with a subwoofer-friendly 
selection of beats from Mister Belvedere that'll 
leave you with a sticky layer of sweat and a 
sudden urge to consume cocktails with palm 
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trees in them. Far from a gimmick, Bleubird goes 
in super hard over these bass-heavy bangers, 
sounding more at home with his rapping than 
ever and losing none of his lyrical flair in the 
process. It’s hard to figure out who the hell 
Bleubird is making this album for, and that’s ulti- 
mately part of the appeal. Genuine rap music. 


Moon & Pollution — 


The Box Borealis (F | x) 

Gorgeous and haunting music from this Minne- 
sota duo consisting of singer Molly Dean and 
criminally slept-on producer Graham O’Brien. 
I’ve spoken highly of Graham O’Brien in past 
reviews for his work with No Bird Sing, who 
continue to put out some of the most moving 
and atmospheric hip hop albums yourre likely to 
hear anywhere. The Box Borealis finds Graham 
in full-on dream pop mode, with Molly Dean’s 
lovely vocals floating dreamily over his flawless 
production. Listening to her ethereal and under- 
stated singing over such densely layered beats 
is a trip straight into the most sensitive regions 
of the soul. Therapeutic rainy day music. This 
album is issued by a Minnesota label/collective 
known as F | X, who also helped put out new 
albums from Mixed Blood Majority and Kill the 
Vultures in 2015, both of which are essential hip 
hop listening. I’m excited to see how this collec- 
tive evolves in 2016 and am eager to hear what 
Graham O’Brien has in store for us next.

Shostakovich - 
Symphony No. 10 / Passacaglia 
(from Lady Macbeth of 


Mtsensk) 

(DEUTSCHE GRAMMOPHON) 

Featuring: Andris Nelsons / Boston 
Symphony Orchestra 

All lovers of classical music should focus their 
ears on this spectacular release. Here we have 
Deutsche Grammophon’s first installment of 
their series entitled “Under Stalin’s Shadow,” 
which will showcase works (specifically 
symphonies) by Shostakovich written in (and 
more importantly, UNDER) the later years of 
Joseph Stalin’s dictatorship of the Soviet Union. 
And it’s all performed by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra under the newly appointed director 
Andris Nelsons. In this release, both the “Passa- 


caglia” and “Symphony No. 10” echo the dark- 
ness felt throughout Stalin’s coercive leadership. 
Historically this is certainly no mystery to most 
of us, but by offering just a glimpse of what it 
must have FELT like to live under such intense 
repression, this release succeeds tremendously 
and is (more importantly) enjoyable at the same 
time. Somewhat similar to watching an insightful 
yet intriguing documentary of Soviet repression, 
both of these performances by Nelsons and 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra clearly etch 
such a fantastic landscape of what that bleak- 
ness truly must have been like to the perceptible 
eyes of Shostakovich. They are played with such 
clarion sharpness. One just needs to turn the 
volume up; way up, only because the details that 
Andris Nelsons (the 37-year-old Latvian in his 
first recording with the BSO) conjures from his 
orchestra are immeasurable as well as fantas- 
tical. This probably does not need to be stated, 
but if any of you are too tender in heart to be 
jolted out of your need for homely pleasantness, 
then this is not for you. Russian music like this 
requires a valiant yet adventurous spirit. But if 
you are still experimenting with music, then | 
must command you to go ahead and take the 
plunge. | guarantee you will be richly rewarded. 


Ludwig van Beethoven — 


The Complete Piano Sonatas 
(PENTATONE) 

Featuring: Mari Kodama 

Did you know that there have ONLY been 
four women (despite all the great female 
pianists in the past as well as the ones presently 
thriving today) who have ever recorded all of 
Beethoven’s 32 piano sonatas? This was certainly 
a surprise to me. Aside from this astounding 
release on the Pentatone label from Japanese 
pianist Mari Kodama, | can only find two others: 
Annie Fischer from Hungary (I believe some- 
time in the ’70s) and Tatiana Nikolayeva from 
Russia, in the ’80s.Who is the missing link here? 
Could it be the Canadian Angela Hewitt? Pres- 
ently, I’m not entirely sure if it is Ms. Hewitt. 
Regardless of who that person might be, I’m 
thoroughly delighted that | stumbled upon 
this beautiful SACD/Hybrid box set of Mari 
Kodama playing all 32 of Beethoven’s piano 
sonatas. Ms. Kodama began her journey back in 
2003 and recently finalized her quest in 2014. 
Besides the recording quality (which is to die 
for; believe me when | say this!) her playing is 
such a delight to hear and experience. Each note 
is forthright, with a palpable weight, yet played 
with such finesse. | hear a pearly white tone 
with a rotundity that is thoroughly engaging. 
There is no showing off here. Kodama is deeply 
committed to Beethoven’s demands. I’m happy 
| waited and sold my Wilhelm Kempff box of 


Beethoven’s sonatas (who actually bored me) so 
as to reap the benefits of this recent purchase. 
2015 provided me ample opportunity to hear a 
great deal of Beethoven piano sonatas because 
| also purchased Maurizio Pollini’s version 
(released just after Kodama’s set). Sheryl from 
the San Francisco store is correct in picking 
Pollini’s release in our last issue of “Music We 
Like,” yet | believe the only drawback | felt in not 
picking his set was that it was too intimidating. 
Pollini is scary good, and whenever | listened to 
him, | kept thinking, “How on earth can a human 
being actually play like that?!” In other words, 
my attention was distracted by his “acrobatics” 
and what seemed like swagger, yet the simple 
fact of the matter is that he’s just really a great 
pianist. If any of you have not yet delved into the 
wonderful world of listening to all Beethoven’s 
32 piano sonatas (a requirement for ANY music 
lover), | believe Mari Kodama’s set is a perfect 
place to start. Do not start with Pollini because 
that would be a mistake. For those who have 
heard multiple pianists perform these master- 
pieces, | would highly recommend adding Pollini 
to your collection. Novices, on the other hand, 
should not hesitate to purchase this beauty of 
a performance instead. Not only is Kodama’s 
playing on par with the best pianists out on the 
market today, but it’s most definitely some of the 
finest audio you'll ever hear.And it’s in surround 
sound! Why care about a solo instrumental 
performance recorded in 5.1 surround? Simply 
because the acoustics will be more present/ 
instant, as the sound from all five speakers is 
concentrated right in front of your own nose. 
But having five speakers should not be a require- 
ment even for this release. Ms. Kodama is just 
a very great interpreter of Beethoven’s music. 
Her tempo is a bit more deliberate than others 
yet not without an integral rhythm that never 
departs from the sheer clarity of Beethoven’s 
ideas. Buy this from Amoeba before it goes out 
of print!

(Blu-Ray Pure Audio Disc) This set has been well 
known and cherished for many many years, so it’s 
no surprise to anyone who knows Wagner’s Ring 
Cycle that this Solti set is the one to hear. On 
this recording, we have the “Ring” divided into 
four dramas: |. “Rheingold,” recorded in 1958 
(two hours, 23 minutes) 2.“Walkure,” recorded 
in 1963 (three hours, 54 minutes) 3. “Siegfried,” 
recorded in 1962 (three hours, 45 minutes) 
and finally 4. “Gotterdammerung,’ recorded in 
1964 (four hours, 25 minutes), all performed 
by the Vienna Philharmonic and conducted by 
George Solti. So yes, we as Wagner enthusiasts 
(enthusiasts of his music!) are well aware that 
it takes more than 14 hours to complete the 
“Ring,” and yes, AGAIN, we are well aware of 
how GREAT these particular recordings are. So 
why bother for such an open-and-shut recom- 
mendation? For the simple fact that ALL of these 
recordings are now available on only ONE disc 
(Blu-ray player is required)!!! One frigging disc! 
And the performances sound MUCH, MUCH 
better than ever before. Included is a German- 
English libretto in a sturdy hardbound book. | 
could have easily included this recommendation 
in our previous Fall/Winter “Music We Like” 
edition, but 14 hours is quite an investment of 
one’s personal time. So believe me when | say 
that for not only convenience sake but quality 
as well, | must recommend this release as one of 
my favorites of 2015. 
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ia Giuseppe Verdi — Macbeth 
(2015) — Directed by Adrian 
Noble 


Featuring: Fabio Luisi / Anna Ne- 
trebko / Zeljko Lucic / Rene Pape /

About a generation ago, it was never questioned 
how a female opera performer appeared to the 
public on stage as long as her voice was in tip-top 
shape.When the 1990s arrived and opera DVDs 
became more popular, this attitude of appear- 
ances began to change. Suddenly in 2004, the 
opera world erupted when Deborah Voigt, argu- 
ably one of the greatest living dramatic sopranos 
of our time, was fired from the role of Strauss’ 
Ariadne auf Naxos by the casting director of 
the Royal Opera House because she couldn't 
be fitted into one of the costumes. At the time, 
Miss Voigt weighed 350 pounds. You can imagine 
the amount of criticism that Convent Gardens 
received after the time of the firing. So, after 
undergoing gastric bypass surgery, Deborah 
Voigt lost nearly half her weight, and her singing 
has remained as strong and vibrant as ever. 
Her autobiography is titled “Call Me Debbie: 
True Confessions of a Down-to-Earth Diva.” | 
bring this opera singer’s transformation to your 
attention for the simple reason that the Russian 
opera star Anna Netrebko, unarguably the most 
famous soprano singer living today, also has 
undergone a transformation, although perhaps 
not as dramatic as what Miss Voigt had experi- 
enced. To give you a brief example, back in 2006, 
| purchased Verdi's “La Traviata,’ with Netrebko 
singing the starring role of Violetta. Notwith- 
standing Violetta being a much different role to 
sing than Lady Macbeth, to my ears (and eyes), 
Netrebko’s singing was one of the worse perfor- 
mances of Violetta I’ve ever witnessed. No ques- 
tion Anna was (is) gorgeous to look at with her 
svelte physique and dashing eyes, but her acting 
seemed contrived, and her voice was weak on 
the bottom, small and contained with a narrow, 
silvery tone — a delivery fit for coquettish roles. 
(Her voice fit the part of Adina in Donizetti’s 
“Lelisir d'amore” back in ’07.) Now, nearly a 
decade later in this fabulous live MET produc- 
tion of Verdi’s “Macbeth,” we have a transformed 
Anna Netrebko singing the demanding role of 
Lady Macbeth (seemingly a far cry from Anna’s 
comfort zone). Netrebko has put on a good 
number of pounds (she had room to spare) and 
not only looks better, but her voice and acting 
are exceptional. In my mind, Anna Netrebko 
has reconstructed herself into one of the most 
intriguing dramatic sopranos living today. The 
role of Lady Macbeth is quite demanding for 
a soprano inasmuch as it requires a firm and 
strong bottom as well as the ability to soar to 


elongated heights. In this production, one can 
easily see that Anna Netrebko knocks it out of 
the park, as the old cliche goes. Certainly this 
production, smartly directed by Adrian Noble 
(former artistic director of the Royal Shake- 
speare Company), compliments Lady Macbeth’s 
role with an all-star cast of strong and impas- 
sioned male singers. Serbian baritone Zeljko 
Lucic (starring as Macbeth) sings with a rousing 
fervency yet has a mad charm about him and 
seems the type to be forever at the mercy of his 
high-maintenance mate (more pussy-whipped 
than henpecked). The German bass singer Rene 
Pape as Banquo appropriately compliments the 
role with true backbone and firmness. And the 
Maltese tenor Joseph Calleja is engaging in his 
role as Macduff, who finally ends Macbeth’s 
frenzied life by stabbing him at the end of their 
dueling battle. The scenery of the entire opera is 
VERY dark, with semi-modern attire, but nothing 
sticks out that might distract the viewer’s atten- 
tion. The Italian conductor Fabio Luisi along 
with the MET Orchestra & Chorus exudes a 
dynamic sound with an intensity appropriate 
to how a Shakespeare tragedy should feel. Both 
the orchestral and vocal writing are designed to 
have the listener feel some terror. This produc- 
tion succeeds in doing just that. But again, it’s 
the powerful voice and performance of Anna 
Netrebko as Lady Macbeth oozing with both 
evil and lustful desire that won me over. Here 
(as well as in her previous CD release of “Verdi” 
back in 2013) we have a transformed Anna 
who is better than ever. The clincher in this 
“Macbeth” DVD is that you can actually SEE her 
perform in front of a live audience. In this case, 
seeing is believing.

Unbeknownst to me, this was 
her fourth LP since 2011. Straight outta Toronto, 
LINDI ORTEGA brings a sweet and sultry feel 
to her country songs. While her voice has been 
compared to DOLLY PARTON with a darker 
edge, | get more of a subdued Patsy Cline, but 
definitely with a dark edge. Looking forward to 
future releases. 


Concealed Blade —- Demo 7” 
(BEACH IMPEDIMENT) 

A side project of HOUNDS OF HATE, 
CONCEALED BLADE is frantic American hard- 
core in the vein of NEGATIVE APPROACH or 
SS DECONTROL. This is only their demo tape 
on 7” and, as far as | know, their only recording. 
| have no idea if they’re even still a band, but | 
hope they are. I’d love to hear more from these 


guys.

Another excellent release from this Chicago 
outfit, mining a world of synths and guitar 
interplay that ends up sounding like some sort 
of futuristic fusion between classic Krautrock, 
techno, Afrobeat, film soundtrack music and 
Qawwali. So good! 


Deradoorian - 


The Expanding Flower Planet 
(ANTICON) 

This wonderful album is the assured debut 
full-length from Angel Deradoorian, formerly 
of Dirty Projectors. Her lovely, multilayered 
vocals are the main focus here, floating above 





and around these crafty compositions, which are 
built around her fluid playing on bass, guitar and 
keys. With some truly groovy rhythms holding 
things down in places, these progressive and 
eclectic tunes reflect a wide spectrum of influ- 
ences and take you to a number of different 
zones. Highly recommended! 


En — City of Brides 

(STUDENTS OF DECAY) 

Another fine album from this duo of experi- 
mental ambient electronic magicians from the 
Bay Area. This time, they spread out over a 
double LP letting their blissful organic textures 
wash over you for just under an hour, creating 
an immersive audio environment which leaves 
you feeling both relaxed and energized. Top 
notch! 


Los Gaiteros del San Jacinto 


— Dub de Gaita Volumes Il & Ill 
(KHALIPHONIC) 

A fascinating double LP of postmodern fusion of 
Colombian Gaita music and groovy dub reggae. 
This is basically a Colombian group playing tradi- 
tional folkloric music with lots of percussion, 
bass and flutes. But with mixing and production 
by Adrian Sherwood of On-U Sound, this one 
gets heavy in a dubby way while still sounding 
utterly unique! 


Chuck Johnson — Blood Moon 


Boulder (scissor TAIL) 

Gifted with prodigious technique and a unique 
compositional mind, guitarist Chuck Johnson 
crafts another album of finely nuanced pieces. 
Branching out this time to include baritone 
acoustic lap steel, pedal steel and electronics, 
along with both electric and acoustic guitars, 
along with some lovely violin from Marielle 
Jakobsons on one track, the rewards are evident.

John Lemke - 


Nomad Frequencies (DENOVAL|) 

The second album from this U.K. sound design 
wizard finds him mining similar terrain to his 
excellent debut... deep, dark, mostly downtempo 
ambient electronic epics that could easily be the 
soundtrack to some futuristic interplanetary 
IMAX journey. His attention to detail is exqui- 
site, each element subtly and properly placed in 
the mix, every track unfolding in a very natural 
and perfect way. The album as a whole incor- 
porates many different stylistic elements while 





still feeling like the unified vision of a masterful 
producer, one who obviously values the ability 
of an album to take the listener somewhere 
transcendent and beautiful.

Erik Luebs — Absolute Presence 

(PROJECT MOONCIRCLE) 

Propulsive house and techno rhythms pulsate, 
sinewy melodic keys float and swirl.

Midday Veil — This Wilderness 
(BEYOND BEYOND IS BEYOND) 

Midday Veil keep on growing, devouring an ever- 
greater set of influences and making them their 
own. This time around, they take the cosmic, 
synth-heavy psychedelic rock of their previous 
records into another dimension by adding a 
touch of funk and even a bit of Moroder-style 
disco on one track. This is their first record not 
on their own label, and it feels like a big leap 
for them musically and hopefully exposure-wise, 
too. The production and engineering (by Randall 
Dunn) is fantastic, and the album even features 
guest keys from Parliament/Funkadelic legend 
Bernie Worrell! The band is excellent live, too... | 
highly recommend going to see them play if you 
get the chance. 


Abul Mogard -— Circular Forms 
(ECSTATIC) 

An album of elegant and stately synthesizer 
works from this mysterious artist, who is 
supposedly a retired steel factory worker from 
Serbia. Whether or not you believe the back- 
story, these pieces are immersive, gorgeous 
and haunting. Easily one of the most instantly 
remarkable works I’ve heard this year and one 
that also rewards repeat listens. Deeply affecting 
and simply beautiful. 
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Duane Pitre — Bayou Electric 
(IMPORTANT) 

A stately and triumphant drone infused with 
field recordings of a hot Louisiana night. The 
cicadas chirp along in their own natural rhythms, 
blending into the warm, enchanting thrum of 
synthesizers and sine tones, along with amplified 
violin, viola and cello. Simple and understated, 
yet profound. 


Aphex Twin — 
Computer Controlled Acoustic 


Instruments pt2 (warp) 

A funky clatter of percussive weirdness that | 
might actually like better than almost any other 
Aphex Twin album. The EP length is probably 
just right for a record of this kind of material. 
Would be cool if he made more of this sort of 
stuff eventually, but who know when or what 
will come next from this mysterious fellow. Best 
to just enjoy it while we can ... 


Moritz Von Oswald Trio — 


Sounding Lines (HONEST JON’S) 

Vladislav Delay used to play electronic percus- 
sion in this super group of electronic explorers, 
and their previous albums are all interesting 
studies in groove-based repetition that managed 
to sound both classic and futuristic at the same 
time. Here, Delay is replaced by Afrobeat legend 
Tony Allen on trap set, to striking effect. His 
sinewy, earthy rhythms are the perfect addition 
to Von Oswald’s and Max Loderbauer’s more 
robotic electronics, helping to flesh things out 
into a full-bodied yet controlled funk. It’s great 
to hear him still playing this way at age 75 and in 
such a cool, modern context, too!

A power trio if | ever heard one. Madlib’s crush- 
ingly great production bookends the lyrical styl-

Ranging from 
funky and soulful to beat-heavy and eclectic, 
some even laced with a bit of a world music vibe, 
the collection is an excellent view into the mind 
of Swarvy.

Another House Shoes-influenced release, |4KT 
retooled the original KillaTape, keeping five orig- 
inal tracks and adding seven new ones.

Oneohtrix Point Never - 
Garden of Delete 

(WARP) 

Daniel Lopatin has expressed his fondness for 
Myst in previous interviews, and most of his 
output as Oneohtrix Point Never reflects that 
classic video game’s air of meditative explora- 
tion. GoD, then, is the sound of your snot-nosed 
little cousin button-mashing their way through 
Mortal Kombat, with a sick, twisted smile. The 
result is one of Lopatin’s most chaotic record- 
ings, hurling shards of EDM, speed metal and 
PC Music schlock-pop at the listener while 
somehow retaining a tight sense of cohesion. 
All of OPN’s hallmark production quirks and 
sampling strategies are unmistakably present; 
they’re just applied with much more sinister 
intentions this time around. 


Various Artists — 


Hommage a Eberhard Weber 
(ECM) 

Poignant and righteous, this live recording 
celebrates the 75th birthday of jazz bassist and 
ECM institution Eberhard Weber, whose floaty, 
elastic bass tones and lush, icy production have 
proven hugely influential within jazz and beyond. 
Sadly, Weber suffered a stroke several years ago, 
rendering him unable to play since. But rising to 
the occasion are fellow ECM-ers Pat Metheny, 
Jan Garbarek, Gary Burton and Danny Gottlieb, 
who have ingeniously adapted Weber’s composi- 
tions for the big-band setting and centered these 
adaptations around pre-2007 solo recordings 
of Weber himself. Metheny’s original composi- 
tion, “Hommage,” is the highlight — it’s easily 
the guitarist’s most essential work in at least a 
decade. 


Floating Points — Elaenia 

(LUAKA BOP) 

Ambitious debut LP from British producer Sam 
Shepherd, folding elements of late ’60s spiri- 
tual jazz as perfected by Pharoah Sanders and 
Alice Coltrane — trance-inducing arpeggios, 
rich harmonic backbone, live strings — into the 
ambient electronica and deep house forged on 
his previous |2” releases. It’s a pleasant surprise 
to see an endorsement from Sanders himself, 
stickered to the cover of Elaenia. Good on the 
tenor sax icon for recognizing a kindred spirit 
from across the pond, across generations and 
across record store sections. 





Todd Rundgren / Emil 
Nikolaisen / Hans-Peter 


Lindstrom — Runddans 
(SMALLTOWN SUPERSOUND) 

Sometimes, what an aging rock icon needs more 
than anything is a kick in the ass from some 
young collaborators, pressuring them to be 
their most relentlessly creative self. Prog-pop 
legend Todd Rundgren has found exactly that 
in Norwegian space-disco producer Lindstrom 
and Emil Nikolaisen of Swedish neo-shoegaze 
outfit Serena-Maneesh. What a symbiotic rela- 
tionship this is; Rundgren sounds more inspired 
and driven than he has in decades, while Lind- 
strom and Nikolaisen — both known for their 
wildly dense production — push him towards 
the audaciously proggy, synth-heavy, largely 
instrumental sprawl found on mid-’70s LPs like 
Initiation. For all Todd-heads who’ve been longing 
for a return to that gloriously unhinged period 
of Rundgren’s career: This record is for you. 


Doug Hream Blunt - 


My Name is Doug Hream Blunt 
(LUAKA BOP) 

There’s something deeply endearing about these 
outsider-funk tunes recorded circa 2000 by S.F. 
cult hero Doug Hream Blunt, and how they so 
uncannily — and obliviously — predicted the 
fuzzy, spectral sound du jour of trend-setters 
like Ariel Pink and Dean Blunt of Hype Williams 
(whose stage name is a nod to Doug, himself). 
The tracks collected on this new compilation 
— curated by David Byrne’s Luaka Bop label — 
don’t typify funk music so much as approximate 
it. The grooves are droney and stoney, while 
Blunt’s kooky approach to the guitar embraces 
rapid-fire noodling without any pretense of 
virtuosity, resulting in solos that thrill in their 
own silly, charming, low-key sort of way. 
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Patrick Cowley — Muscle Up 
(DARK ENTRIES) 

With or without the knowledge that Muscle Up 
comprises soundtrack recordings for an ’80s gay 
porn film of the same name, this compilation of 
newly unearthed material from late S.F avant- 
disco legend Patrick Cowley is a revelation. 
While the album’s middle section of dusty, warm 
synth-funk certainly delivers porn grooves in 
an elevated form, it’s the shimmering, ambient 
sections at the beginning and end — bringing 
to mind Cluster and The Orb — that seriously 
confound and amaze. 


Lizzy Mercier Descloux — 


Mambo Nassau (LIGHT INTHEATTIC) 
Recorded in the early ’80s, at the tipping point 
between post-punk, new wave and no wave, by 
a French musician retreating to the Bahamas for 
inspiration, Lizzy Mercier Descloux’s Mambo 
Nassau bears an uncannily similar backstory to 
that of the Talking Heads’ seminal Remain in Light. 
Descloux’s overlooked masterpiece deserves 
every bit of acclaim that RiL garners with every 
passing year; it’s as unstoppably funky and kineti- 
cally energetic as any pop recording I’ve heard 
recently and practically drips with sweat and 
vitality. 


David Bowie — Blackstar 
(COLUMBIA) 

Featuring jazz musicians and emphasizing 
open space unlike any Bowie record in recent 
memory, Blackstar presents one final left turn in 
a career defined by left turns. R.I.P. Starman.

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American Music simply would not exist without New Orleans. If you are just 
dipping your toe into the mighty muddy Mississippi-sludge sounds of 
New Orleans music, here is a list to get your mojo workin’, courtesy of members 





The New Orleans sound is that rare gumbo of 
musical complements: a meaty stew of blues, 
R&B, jazz, African rhythms, Cuban, French, 
country Cajun, hip hop and so much more. But 
what defines New Orleans music? That is the 
unanswerable question. You can say it’s this or it’s 
that — it’s the syncopation or the bass or the 
raw, funky rhythm. But really it’s the soul of the 
music — the undefinable “Get Down” or “Get On 
Up.” This is the music that carries your soul down 
the block on a second-line funeral procession — 
and gets your feet dancing in a musky club on 
Frenchman Street. It is playful. Funky. Deep and 
swampy. Raw and dirty. Mournful. Plaintive. And 
everything in between. It isn’t defined by a drum 
beat. Or maybe it is. You’ve just got to listen for 
yourself. 


Here are my top picks for records you need 
to own. Essential New Orleans listening, in no 
particular order. This is my own Dirty Dozen: 


The Wild Tchoupitoulas — The Wild 
Tchoupitoulas 

This has to be my favorite New Orleans 
record of all time. Even though it is hard to 
pick just one, this would have to be it. FUNKY. 
F-U-N-K-A-A-A-Y! Backed by the original 
Meters and produced by the late, great Allen 
Toussaint, this was one of the most original 
recordings to jump out of New Orleans with 
a true flavor of the Mardi Gras Indians call- 
and-response rhythm. 


Professor Longhair — Rock ’n’ Roll 
Gumbo 

The Professor, “Fess” as he was known 
through his career, was the MASTER of 
“Barrelhouse” Boogie-Woogie piano playing. 
An infectious, upbeat rolling jazz joynt that

Like the WILD TCHOUPITOULAS record, 
this is a staple of New Orleans’ Mardi Gras 
Indian chants and rhythms. The call-and- 
response-style anthems of the traditional 
Mardi Gras Indian battles is something to 
behold. Big chief Bo Dollis was the head of 
the Wild Magnolias tribe until his death in 
2015.

This is the real deal. A genuine slice of a cab 
driver/blueman’s life. Great guitar riffs inter- 
spersed with snippets of real conversations 
from the cab! Now that’s the blues. 
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Shirley & Lee — 

Let the Good Times Roll 

Playful, rollicking R&B from the ’50s and 
into the ’60s, Shirley & Lee sang the original 
version of “Let The Good Times Roll,’ a New 
Orleans all-time classic. Shirley & Lee are Big 
Easy R&B defined! 


Lee Dorsey - Yes We Can 

Earthy and soulful collection of sophisti- 
cated New Orleans R&B. As defined by 
Toussaint-penned classics and Dorsey’s 
voice. One of the greatest unsung soul 
albums of all time! 


The Neville Brothers — Anthology 
The preeminent New Orleans family, the 
Nevilles, were the base of the amazingly funky 
METERS and morphed into the soulful, R&B 
and jazzy Neville Brothers. Their music is 
timeless, and this double-record set brings it 
all together. 


Earl King — Come On 

If there ever was anyone with the Mississippi 
River running through his veins, it was Earl 
King. This recent comp collects the blues 
guitarists classics, including sonsg like “Trick 
Bag,’ “Those Lonely, Lonely Nights” and the 
title track. 


Various Artists — Doctors, Professors, 
Kings and Queens: The Big OI? Box of 
New Orleans 

Sure, this might be cheating a bit, but ... this is 
an essential piece of anyone’s collection if you 
love New Orleans funk and soul. 


And ya gotta remember Fats Domino and 
Louis Armstrong are the quintessential New 
Orleans ambassadors, along with Jelly Roll 
Morton. These guys created what we now 
know and feel is the New Orleans spirit. 
And their energy breathes through their 
music to this day. So make sure you pick up 
Louis Armstrong & His Hot Five and Louis 
Armstrong & His Hot Seven, Fats Domino, 
and Jelly Roll Morton. Jazz, as we know it, 
starts here. And don’t forget the keepers of 
the flame: Trombone Shorty, Mystikal and 
Galactic.

The Hot 8 Brass Band - Vicennial: 
20 Years of The Hot 8 Brass Band 

In honor of the band’s 20th anniversary, the 
Hot 8 have released this collection of songs 
both new and old. The Hot 8 Brass Band 
built a global reputation through the popu- 
larity of their cover of Marvin Gaye’s “Sexual 
Healing” which some may recognize from the 
fantastic film Chef (it is included here but in 
an abbreviated form). This collection features 
many of their most popular tunes, along with 
a couple notable new recordings of the The 
Temptations’ “Papa Was A Rolling Stone” and 
the gospel standard “We Shall Walk Through 
The Streets Of the City.” 


Dr. John - The ATCO/Atlantic Singles 
(1968-1974) 

It’s so hard to pick just one album from the 
early days of Dr. John’s career, when he was 
recording alongside members of the Meters 
and Allen Toussaint. Luckily you don’t have 
to! Nearly all of his best work is here in this 
collection of singles from the funkiest years of 
the Nite Tripper. 


Allen Toussaint — Southern Nights 
Allen Toussaint was truly one of the greatest 
and most influential American songwriters 
and producers of the 20th Century. His soul 
touched the world through his collabora- 
tions with artists such as the Meters, Labelle, 
Dr.John, Fats Domino, the Pointer Sisters, Paul 
McCartney and Elvis Costello. He wrote 
some of the most iconic New Orleans Funk 
& Soul and has been sampled heavily in Hip 
Hop and R&B. Southern Nights is a beautifully 
crafted masterpiece from start to finish and 
exemplifies Toussaint’s unique approach to 
both song writing and the New Orleans piano 
sound. Recently reissued on 180 gram viny!! 


The Soul Rebels — Unlock Your Mind 
The Soul Rebels represent the next evolution 
of New Orleans street music, taking the influ- 
ences of the Rebirth to a whole new level. 
Unlock Your Mind includes blazing hot covers 
of the Euryhtmics’ “Sweet Dreams,’ Stevie 
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Wonder’s “Living For the City’ and Allen 
Toussaint’s “Night People,’ and several originals, 
such as “Il Made It” and the local New Orleans 
anthem “504.” Since this was recorded in 201 |, 
the Soul Rebels released a mixtape and toured 
extensively performing with hip hop legends like 
Rakim, Slick Rick and Black Thought. Definitely 
one to watch for the future! 


Rebirth Brass Band - Live at the 
Maple Leaf 

Local favorites the Rebirth Brass Band are 
known for blending the New Orleans Brass 
Bands traditions with the sounds of Funk, 
Soul, R&B and Hip Hop. While their studio 
albums such as Throwback, Move Your Body 
and Grammy Award winning the Rebirth of 
New Orleans are all spectacular, nothing can 
capture the spirit of a New Orleans party 
quite like their live show. This live set from 
1998 includes covers of Bill Withers, TLC 
and the Rolling Stones. There are also 3 
bonus studio cuts including their ferocious 
cover of Chuck Brown & the Soul Searchers 
“Bustin Loose”. Check out the work of snare 
drummer Derrick Tabb’s Roots of Music 
Foundation (rootsofmusic.org) to see what 
seeds are being planted for the future. 


Galactic — Ya-Ka-May 

Galactic is one of those rare bands with an 
ever evolving sound that somehow remains 
its own. Their latest album, Into the Deep, 
covers the sweet sounds of Mississippi Soul, 
drawing inspiration from both Memphis and 
the Crescent City. But it is 2010’s Ya-Ka-May 
that is their most essential album, where 
they collaborate with both the legends of 
New Orleans and their contemporaries. 
Standout tracks include features from Irma 
Thomas, Allen Toussaint, Big Chief Bo Dollis, 
the Rebirth Brass Band, Trombone Shorty, 
Corey Henry and Glen David Andrews. It is 
quite ambitious to bring so many different 
elements of New Orleans music together 
with cohesion, and Galactic does it flawlessly. 


Treme Brass Band/Mardi Gras 
Indians — Treme Traditions 
The Treme Brass Band are the torchbearers 


for the traditions of New Orleans second line. 
Their sound brings together the influence of 
the Mardi Gras Indians along with folk and jazz 
standards. This album provides some of the 
best renditions of iconic tunes such as “It Ain’t 
My Fault,” “Shallow Water,” “Golden Crown,” 
“Jesus On the Mainline,” “Big Chief’and ”Hey 
Pocky Way.” 


Trombone Shorty — Say That To 

Say This 

Trombone Shorty is perhaps of the most 
charismatic and celebrated New Orleans 
musicians of this generation. His unique mix 
of funk, rock and jazz (a musical gumbo he 
describes as “super funk rock’’) has taken him 
around the world to perform alongside icons 
such as U2, Green Day and Earth,Wind & Fire. 
In the last couple of years he’s performed at 
the White House, released a children’s book 
and played sessions for some of contem- 
porary music’s greatest talents. But beyond 
being just a badass horn player, multi-instru- 
mentalist and singer, Troy “Trombone Shorty” 
Andrews also is a great songwriter. Produced 
by R&B legend Raphael Saadiq, Say That To Say 
This is Trombone Shorty’s best work to date, 
expressing both his reverence for the culture 
that raised him and his desire to chart his own 
path. One listen and you'll see why he’s been 
chosen to be the closing act at New Orleans’ 
annual Jazz Fest. 


The Meters — The Meters 

The Meters’ self-titled 1969 debut is one of 
the most seminal works of funk music ever 
recorded, inspiring countless imitators. Though 
often covered and sampled, nothing can match 
this original set of laid-back grooves from New 
Orleans’ greatest quartet. This is an essential 
pick for any record collector or music lover.

Recording — Hamilton (ATLANTIC) 
Because a lot of this musical consists of raps 
as well as music, it’s incredibly wordy and 
succeeds in telling a lot of the story without 
our having to read a story summary beforehand. 
It’s also an absorbing and moving depiction of 
American history; and hey, it rhymes. By the 
way, if you needed to know what people mean 
when they say that the modern musical doesn’t 
provide us with songs to hum on the way out 
anymore, this is the fruition of decades of the 
medium’s development; as the songs became 
vehicles for exposition, rather than ditties that 
stand on their own, composers emphasized 
storytelling over “tunefulness” so that the form 
could progress and improve. By devoting a good 
percentage of his play to long sections of musical 
(and rapped) exposition, Lin-Manuel Miranda 
may have presented the musical in its most fully 
idiomatic form yet. But I’m making it sound too 
serious; it really is a gas. 


Squeeze — Cradle to the Grave 
(LOVE/VIRGIN/EMI)

they find Glenn Tilbrook’s lead vocals too 
cloying or treacly.| can’t say that this will change 


Mehldau spent four years listening to 40 solo 
piano concerts, spanning |0 years, to curate this 
thematic 4-CD collection. He carves massive 
chunks of sound, using pop songs of all sorts 
and eras and classical themes as launching pads. 
It’s fantastic stuff, but compare that to Chick 
Corea Trio’s Trilogy 3-CD set (from 2014), which 
Chick compiled from two long tours by the 
group; he didn’t bother to listen to everything, 
and simply chose some tracks he thought were 
representative of what occurred.

Two books explaining the current state of the 
music industry, for better and worse. Witt’s 
book is a compelling narrative of the invention, 
development and dominance of the mp3, setting 
the stage for massive piracy and the evisceration 
of the music business. It is generally accepted 
that the public is responsible for taking advan- 
tage of the ease of digital distribution, but Witt 
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startlingly tracks it down to one guy who leaked 
hundreds of CDs through daunting security. The 
Song Machine puts credit (and blame) for the 
last 20-or-so-years of robopop hits with the 
Swedes, starting with the boy bands of the ’90s 
and emigrating to the States to provide songs 
for Katy Perry and Taylor Swift. It explains the 
Frankensteinian process of welding heavily 
produced tracks to unshakable hooks, thus the 
term track-and-hook. Along the way, Seabrook 
explains how streaming services are further 
cheapening the value of music. These are not 
always uplifting stories, but they illuminate how 
the ways we listen to, and consider, music are 
changing.

day of syncronicity, friendship and top-notch 
tunes. The Santa Clara shows have generally 
been dismissed in the press as warm-ups for 
the orgy of emotion surrounding the Chicago 
shows. | couldn’t disagree more. Maybe it’s one 
of the oldest tropes of the Deadhead universe, 
but | guess you had to be there. One of the 
unexpected highlights was this wonderful music 
commissioned for the intermission periods 
of the five shows. Spearheaded by Neal Casal 
and Adam MacDouggal of the Chris Robinson 
Brotherhood, this completely improvised music 
perfectly captures the essence of the Dead while 
staying away from parroting particular passages.

Woodrow Adams spent his 
life in northern Mississippi small towns and 
recording in the Blues Capitol of Bluff City- 
Memphis, Tennessee. Stepping in to the hallowed 
single room of Memphis Recorders AKA Sun 
Studio, Adams would cut two singles there to 
be released on the Chess Brother’s Checker 
Label of Chicago.Adam’s embodied the ”perfect 
imperfection” Sam Phillips loved to find and 
record: the rough hewn, raw, gut bucket sound 
of Beale Street on a Saturday night or a country 
fish fry party. Like so much beloved by Phillips 
the releases by Adams failed to catch on, and 
Adams would continue to work by day and play 
gigs on the weekends. Adams would make one 
more try at the Brass Ring recording in 196| 


for the Home Of The Blues Label, smoothing 
his sound some what latching on the cool funky 
sound by Slim Harpo. But, alas, no break out. 
Another session was done in 1967 with nothing 
issued until the present. This |6-cut re-issue 
represents a golden era captured forever. The 
soon to be disappearing regional sound of rural 
American music, the fuel of Rock N Roll & Soul. 
Woodrow Adams has been revered for decades 
by the cults of Blues and Rockabilly enthusiasts 
who recognize the loose, juicy sound laid out 
this LP as the pure, genuine wild cry of good 
times all night long.

Career retrospect of the guy who palmed his 
way to fame on the bongos. Tapped on the 
shoulder from all the big name Cubano and Jazz 
orchestras of the day, irony of irony, he was just 
a nice Italian boy from NYC. All apart of the 
great melting pot theory, Costanzo was the ire 
and envy of players who thought they naturally 
had the edge. Costanzo would go on from pop 
records and jazz, to soundtrack work. Yes, that’s 
Jack Costanzo on Henry Mancini’s score for 
Orson Welles’ Touch Of Evil, to name just one 
iconic Costanzo recording. A great time trip 
back to when the Latin band sound was being 
heard everywhere.

He 
was entranced by what he called "the perfect 
imperfection”, the sound of something so real 
and pure it made one throw out the rule book 
of accepted standards of “taste,” “‘talent,’ and 
“proper.” Peter Guralnick, author of numerous 
books on American music, has delivered perhaps 
his crowning glory in this book on the nervous 
but driven man who was compelled to record 
Howling Wolf, Ike Turner, Elvis Presley, Johnny 
Cash, and Jerry Lee Lewis among many, many 
more. Culled over 25 years being Sam’s neighbor 
and friend, Guralnick’s book takes the reader 
back to the land, the soil, the water of a place 
that really gave the world the finest, wildest, and 
purest element of the American sound that still 
has yet to be topped.

On his first solo release under his own 
name, Bogart ditches the guitars (mostly) for 
deliberately chintzy synths and drum machines 
ona weird, wild glitterbomb of an album. The Bay 
Area transplant calls out clueless L.A. people in 
his new adopted home in “Hollywood Squares.” 
An episode of “My Strange Addiction” inspires 
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the thrift store electro-pop of “Eating Makeup,” 
with a totally game Kathleen Hanna stealing 
the show as she revolves between manic and 
faux naivete. At times it feels like an art project 
as much as an album, which wasn’t the case 
with his previous work. But listen closely and 
you'll hear that it’s as honest as anything he’s 
done. “I’m surrounded by your thoughts, but 
I’m not listening,’ he sings amid listless synths 
and out-of-tune guitars on “Forgotten Fantazy,’ 
perfectly encapsulating the feeling of being stuck 
in a flailing relationship while dialing up a mesh 
of freestyle and lo-fi. Even the chirpy “Club With 
Me” sneaks lyrics about feeling like a loner in the 
club with your headphones on into a warped 
take on ’90s disco pop a la Aqua. As colorful as 
the album is, all the makeup is just dressing on 
Bogart’s solid songwriting chops.With help from 
friends like Chela, Cherry Glazerr’s Clementine 
Creevy and Tavi Gevinson, Bogart’s self-titled 
album is a pure pleasure.

In 2014, Scottish trio The Twilight Sad released 
their fourth album Nobody Wants to Be Here and 
Nobody Wants to Leave to rapturous reviews and 
followed it with a globetrotting tour to support 
it. They self-released Oran Mor Session, an EP of 
acoustic versions of five songs from the album 
(plus an Arthur Russell cover) recorded live at 
the Oran Mor in Glasgow, a music venue that 
was converted from a church. Since the EP was 
limited and tour-only, it sold out quickly. So, in 
October 2015, the band’s label Fat Cat issued 
an expanded edition of the session, bolstering 
the original six tracks with three new record- 
ings (| reviewed the original EP in a previous 
Music We Like book, naturally). The new addi- 
tions—album tracks “Drown So | Can Watch” 
and “‘Leave the House” plus the B-side “The 
Airport’—also fare well without their full-band 
arrangements, exposing the emotional weight 
and intimacy of the subject matter.““Oran Mor 
Session” is a beautiful companion piece to the 
studio album.As their similarly stripped-down- 
reworks collection “Here, It Never Snowed. 
Afterwards It Did” in 2008 unintentionally 
capped their debut album “Fourteen Autumns 
& Fifteen Winters\” period, so might “Oran 
Mor Session” for “Nobody Wants to Be Here,” 
but this certainly isn’t drawing a close to one of 
the biggest chapters in the band’s history—it’s 
only just beginning. They'll be spending most of 
2016 supporting The Cure on their worldwide 
tour, and new music is in the works.And noth- 
ing’s more exciting than that.

My thanks to Brad for recommending this 
one to me. Tennessee-based collegiate singer- 
songwriter Julien Baker presents her debut 
album, Sprained Ankle, a half-hour of barren 
acoustics and desolate, desperate imagery. Baker 
brings to mind early Cat Power and Sharon Van 
Etten; she sings of damaged people and bad 
situations, frailty surrounded by threadbare 
support, highlighted in songs like “Blacktop” 
and the title track. “Good News” and “Rejoice” 
carry titles that belie the gritty tales within, 
and “Vessels” sounds like the distant cousin 
of the gut-wrenching closing tracks on The 
Antlers’ breakthrough, Hospice. But on a song 
like “Everybody Does,” she sings in a crystalline 
voice that sounds strangely borrowed from a 
synthpop dimension a la Sky Ferreira. There’s 
nothing flashy or over-the-top here, and while 
the songs tend to lean towards the bleak, this is 
an honest and modest debut from a great new

From 1983 to 1987, IRS records produced a 
show for MTV called “The Cutting Edge’- in 
which they exposed many underground and 
off the beaten path bands (most signed to IRS, 
naturally) to the MTV viewing audience. Hosted 
by Peter Zaremba of ’80s garage rock hipsters, 
The Fleshtones, the show was funny, acerbic, 
off the cuff, and a great place to see bands that 
either were not being played on the radio, or 
just about to break. Almost all of the bands 
(minus something like The Alarm, who come off 
as ridiculously sanctimonious, boring, and, well- 
kind of lame) have a sense of humor, a love for 
the music itself, an indifference towards image, 
and the concept of being “rock stars,’ and the 
very real, natural, unrehearsed presence of living 
in the moment, for the music, and not doing 
some finitely constructed act grown in a lab for 
mass consumption; this is not product, these 
are musicians in it for the love of their music- 
some look cool, some don’t, but they all have in

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common that communal spirit that this moment 
may just set you free to explore who you are, 
and what purpose life may hold for you. You 
get early footage of The Flat Duojets—a band 
who bore the blueprint of The White Stripes— 
with a more sincere, honest, realized edge, or 
The Fleshtones—the more original version of 
The Hives, sans matching uniforms—and better 
haircuts. You also get the occasionally painful 
Jonathan Richman doing his ’aw shucks I’m just a 
regula’ guy’ routine, the horrifying locker room 
funk rock of early Red Hot Chilli Peppers, the 
perfect pop of Squeeze, early R.EMM.— in which 
you see how much they do LOVE what they do 
and how they used to record their records in 
4 days—the dork driven ’60s rock that is The 
Smithereens, and all the principle heroes of 
college rock of the 1980s—Robyn Hitchcock, 
Husker Du, Tom Waits, Stan Ridgeway, Let’s 
Active, Hoodoo Gurus, X, etc. Not all of it the 
best representation of the best of the decade 
(once you go record digging for ’80s bands 
from England to Australia to New Zealand to 
Chicago, you'll discover a much richer story— 
Go-Betweens/Tall Dwarfs/Green/Pale Foun- 
tains/The Clean/The Verlaines/Chameleons UK, 
etc etc etc)—but hey, it was ONE major record 
label’s version of events, and not a bad one to 
boot. 


ia Public Speaking (2010) - 


Directed by Martin Scorcese 

A wonderful documentary, made for HBO, 
about one of the great wits and talkers of 
our time, Fran Lebowitz. Not exactly an essay 
or assessment of her life—it reflects more 
the film’s title—simply, Fran talking about her 
ability to talk, to observe, to survey the culture 
surrounding us, to gather more material for her 
often hilarious, literary ravings on the rights and 
wrongs (mostly the wrongs) of a society more 
interested in cannibalizing itself than looking 
forward to a new day. Every moment spent with 
her in this film an absolute joy-a gritty, honest, 
direct, unfailingly funny person whose insights 
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will challenge your every notion of the way in 
which the world spins.And if, like me, you like to 
talk, dissect, dismantle, and discuss- this film is 
most certainly for you. 


Heaven Adores You (2014) - 
Directed by Nickolas Rossi 


| was reticent to initially see this documentary 
about the well loved Elliot Smith, whose music 
| never found as compelling or moving as his 
dedicated fan base-—which seems the case 
with most popular musicians—their audience 
always thinks them a genius, their detractors do 
not, and the truth is somewhere in the distant 
future. The film itself certainly worth your 
time—a well crafted love letter to a man many 
adored, worshiped, or simply enjoyed—the over 
all arch of his sound warm, gentle, affecting. 
Many observations place his music under the 
Paul Simon banner (his finger picking style and 
melodic sensibilities seem directly, consistently 
lifted from Simon’s “Night Game”) and Elvis 
Costello (the more terse, prickly way his vocals 
flowed)—merging a hybrid that, especially in 
later years, became his very own signature. The 
film speaks to many individuals involved in his 
life and music- from his earliest projects through 
his band Heatmiser, to his ultimate success as a 
major solo artist and Academy Award nominee, 
the man himself a somewhat shy, unassuming 
presence- carrying with him what | found a 
very typical Portland disposition (| was raised 
from 1979-1994 in that city)—the want for 
notoriety and recognition to extend the ability 
to do what you love, as opposed to becoming 
famous or have people treat you differently— 
simply desiring the satisfaction of an audience 
who loved your work and gave you enough 
support to make it your life’s focus; in my expe- 
rience most Portland musicians reflected this 
ideal (though Smith was from Texas, he seemed 
to share this impulse). The film does capture— 
quite nicely—a certain time in Portland that did 
not exist for very long—where in may lie my 
one major agitation and frustration, and reason 
| did NOT want to see this film upon its release. 
| knew there would be that moment when they 
rolled out those pretentious, condescending, 
revisionists like Pete Krebs, who attempt to 
hijack history and redirect it towards their own 
version of events in the history of Portland 
music at the time, creating a false narrative that 
excludes all but his circle of pet bands- Pond, 
Crackerbash, Heatmiser, Hazel—as the only 
important thing happening—when in point of 
FACT, Portland’s music scene was so rich and 
diverse and plentiful at that juncture, the city 
had to have its own store dedicated specifically 
to Portland Music. And to proclaim (visually, it 
seems, by the director’s edits) that Poison Idea 





and Dead Moon (who formed in 1987—you 
creep) were on their last legs, and Portland 
was in the throes of some dying punk scene, is 
a disingenuous, non observation that made me 
want to spit. The Punk and Metal and Experi- 
mental and Roots Rock scene was so vibrant 
and full and packed, to say such things a fallacy 
unto itself. It also exists as an insult to the prolif- 
eration of bands and acts who shone brightly at 
The X Ray Cafe during its four year run—wild, 
anarchic, insane bands of colorful character that 
made the aforementioned artists seems like 
tame nothings in comparison. That being said, 
you should give yourself a moment to see the 
life and times of this man and his music—he is 
worthy of the coverage. 


ia Electric Boogaloo: 

The Wild, Untold Story Of 
Cannon Films (2014) - 
Directed by Mark Hartley 


This is quite an amazing, compelling documen- 
tary. The story of the world’s greatest low 
budget, B movie, exploitation, all around dicey 
film making company, who also dealt in film 
distribution, owning theater chains, and buying 
up film libraries (most notable Thorn EM). If you 
grew up in the ’80s watching movies on your 
sturdy VCR—you possibly saw dozens of these 
ridiculous, silly, stupid, over the top films—and 
like me, found many of them infinitely enter- 
taining, even if many were quite terrible, poorly 
plotted, and insulted your sense of intelligence, 
even as an angry teenage malcontent. Cannon 
operated from 1967-1994—at first sort of 
repackaging Swedish skin flicks, produced a 
few solid films like Joe (Peter Boyle tour de 
force!), and a lot of decently crafted sex films 
like The Happy Hooker, etc. But this company 
really took off in 1979 when cousins Menahem 
Golan and Yoram Globus bought the company, 
and started cranking out schlock at a rate not 
seen since the studio days of Old Hollywood. 
Tons and tons and tons of slime, sludge, trash, 
tripe, and garbage was produced—hideous films 
poorly edited and terribly constructed, stupid 
plots involving neo-fascist creeps like Chuck 
Norris “saving America” from terrorists, truly 


awful sci-fi shit, the worst Superman movie ever 
made—they specialized in volume, not quality. 
Beneath the muck, however, were some inter-

Arguably the finest music documentary to be 
released in 2015, it was either shunned away 
from occupying top spots or shunted to the 
lower reaches of many lists, in favor of lily-white 
reflections on Amy Winehouse and Kurt Cobain. 
Both of them were talented individuals with fine 
stories to tell, but the absolute, mind-bending 
genius of Miss Nina Simone, and her conflicting, 
difficult, complex story tend to tower once you 
have been exposed, even with the sorry way 
it plays out. Born Eunice Kathleen Waymon, in 
North Carolina — a poor, black girl in a time 
when the racism bled from the walls and hung 


from the trees (as opposed to our modern- 
day variation of wafting like an invisible fart no 
one dares mention) — Nina was discovered to 
have exceptional musical gifts at the early age 
of three, which cemented her fate even before 
she knew what that was. Studying to become 
the first black classical pianist to perform at 
Carnegie Hall, she had a lonely, empty child- 
hood full of piano lessons and recitals, studying 
what those around her determined she would 
become. As she grew into adulthood, poverty 
overtook her and her family, and she was 
reduced to playing cheap night clubs, performing 
any type of music to pay the rent. Once her 
unique, original sound was discovered, she went 
on to fame, and then fortune — only to begin a 
manic lifestyle of abuse, anger, political unrest, 
turmoil and tragedy that is as confusing as 
confounding, cringe-worthy and expansive. From 
the depths of despair to the depths of despair, 
filled in between with many highs and lows, you 
receive a woman, a singer, a performer whose 
magic is unparalleled in 20th-century music, save 
for only the most astute of jazz and classical 
performers, and she stands in that class, easily. 
Her story — riveting, compelling, horrifying — 
will knock you on your ass. It’s an astounding 
monument to the power her music gives to save 
our unworthy souls. 


ia ! Am Divine (2013) -

For those of us raised and razzed by the films of

Though | never 
had actually heard anything by this singular 
artist, | knew he was said to be the source 
from which Little Richard drew his inspiration 
and to have taught him to play piano; there also 
is strong evidence that there may have been a 
closer connection between the two Quasars. 
The hair certainly supports the assertion of 
mutual influence (Eskew piled two wigs atop his 
head to form a giant pompadour), and though 
there are striking similarities — both are piano- 
driven, mid-century rockers with personalities 
that nearly supersede the songs themselves 
— there are differences. Esquerita’s yips and 
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chirps, which are often operatic in tone, feel 
more organic and out of his control, while Mr. 
Penniman’s somewhat more studied. Both have 
intense energy, and | would have loved to have 
seen either in concert, but | think old S.Q. has 
a technically better voice, his natural timbre 
being a little lower than his purported protege 
and his falsetto notes, clearer, brighter and, | 
would wager, slightly higher in pitch. That said, 
the collection doesn’t quite reflect the insanity 
| had hoped to uncover from a man who was 
rumored to have been rediscovered leaping at 
a record exec’s car and washing his windshield 
in Brooklyn. The truth is somewhat more bleak. 
Though Steven Quincy played many sessions 
with a lot of notable artists (Hendrix, Dr. John, 
Toussaint, Gordy as well as the Blue Caps and 
the Jordanaires), many of which were never 
released, he died of complications from AIDS 
in the 80s at the age of 50, while working as 
a parking lot attendant in Harlem, supporting 
his continually fading gigs in second-rate clubs 
such as The Magnificent Malochi and later Fabu- 
lash. He held on to his idiom until the end. | 
enjoyed my stroll through his ’50s, incidentally 
one of the only eras in which | truly enjoy heavy 
saxophone work. If you’re into Chuck Berry, 
Fats Domino and, obviously, Little Richard, he’s 
worth a concentrated listen. Some of the songs 
sound a bit derivative, though it’s unclear where 
S.Q. is aping and/or being aped, and could have 
been recorded by anyone during the era, while 
others truly are his own, the most notable 
example on this 28-song comp being “Esquerita 
and the Voola,” a track I’m shocked hasn’t been 
used as a theme song. It is weird, weird, weird. 
He is a human theremin. Otherwise, it is good, 
solid classic rock ’n’ roll. Clearly Mr. Reeder 
is a fantastic vocalist and a monster pianist. In 
addition, he was not afraid to camp it up and 
claim his gay status, singing songs to Katie Mae 
(6'2”) and Annie Mae and Miss Lucy (“too fat 
and juicy’), who all seemed to be of Amazonian 
proportions. He didn’t worry about the thinly 
veiled allegory regarding Sarah Lee wherein all 
the “fellas all be talkin’ bout him” might out his 
true leanings. There are also songs where rock 
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’n’ roll isn’t an allusion to sex but really refers 
to the music he loved (“Oh Baby,’ “Rockin’ the 
Joint,” “Believe Me When | Say Rock and Roll 
is Here to Stay’). There are also novelty songs 
(“Laid Off’ and the aforementioned “Esque- 
rita and the Voola’), classic blues ("She Left Me 
Crying,” Please Come Home”), solid love songs 
(“Just Another Lie,” “Hole In My Heart’) as well 
as gay proto-anthems — or at least statements 
of purpose (“I Live the Life | Love” | & 2,“You 
Can’t Pull Me Down’), all punctuated with his 
signature warbling yelp. He is an artist worth 
noting. | would love to see the biopic. 


ia Beasts Of No Nation (2015) -

Wow! This is a heavy piece. A lot of ground 
is covered in this film. A lot of uncomfortable 
ground, and Abraham Attah, young though he 
may be, interprets with great aplomb. He stands 
up to Idris Elba (typically and masterfully at ease) 
and the subject matter surprisingly well. There 
was not one moment | didn’t believe him as Agu. 
If you are interested in the effects of war on 
humans, both those who do and those who do 
not choose it, this is a movie to be viewed. As 
the credits state: “Children are not soldiers.” 
And if Beasts of No Nation can raise awareness, 
Mr. Fukunaga and his team have done a great 
service to the world. It is not a pleasant watch, 
but it is worthwhile. 


Killing Pretty by Richard 
Kadrey (HARPER VOYAGER) 

| love Sandman Slim. This is the seventh book 
in the fantasy neo-magic L.A. noir series by 
fetish photographer and horror writer Richard 
Kadrey. He has enough knowledge about Los 
Angeles to paint a believably fictional account 
of the supernatural and superficial that coalesce 
around all the gates to Hell with which the City 
of Angels is rife. This one took me awhile to get 
through, though | had preordered the book long 
before its release date. But | didn’t like the story 
any less. In fact, once | got rolling, | killed the 
thing pretty quickly. (Har har!) All seven and a 
half books are quick, fun reads, but things might 
be getting a bit too pat. The adventures seem 
a bit too simple, and I’m not getting enough 
tension and gore for my taste. (The first three 
books are the strongest in the series, and the 
premiere text stands on its own, if you want to 
test drive it.) Mayhap Kadrey’s got a bigger plan 
on which he is working, but it’s starting to feel 
like a favorite TV show that’s been running on a 
bit too long. Also I’m not sure what the title or 
the cover art have to do with this story on any 
level, which has not been the case in previous 
installments in the series. The characters are still 


fun to follow, and James Stark aka Sandman Slim, 
the Monster Who Kills Monsters, is a classic 
anti-hero with a nasty mouth and great love of 
rock and punk music. He’s the kind of antiso- 
cial prick for whom you can’t help but root as 
he wades through vampires, zombies, demons, 
angels, G-men and all manner of earthly and 
unearthly scum. Keep writin’ ’em, Ricky. I'll keep 
readin’ ’em. And you know this — Maaaan!!!! 
(Genres: horror, fantasy, fiction, noir)

Modern “jazz” playing by a 
man whose chops are best described as “how 
did he do that?” Most always melodic, the notes 
and chords break away from expectations, the 
exploratory nature sounding like improvisation.

Gary Willis — Larger Than Life

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Baaba Maal — The Traveller 
(MARATHON/PALM) 

Baaba is a world treasure. This is my favorite 
record of his in many years. There are many 
influences on here, very contemporary yet 
timeless, many tracks led by protege Johan Hugo 
of The Very Best, and a very nice mix. Ballads, 
chants, grooves ...“‘sounds, colors and smells, so 
vital from the desert and beyond.” Baaba is in 
fine voice, and this project is just terrific. 


Max Richter — Sleep 

(DEUTSCHE GRAMMOPHON) 

Contemporary composer Max Richter puts 
forth a special project that is eight hours long 
and literally intended to put the listener to sleep. 
Not me. | stay awake and listen to its soothing, 
intertwined riffs and melodies, morphing anony- 
mously to be revisited later in another combina- 
tion of patterns. Lovely strings, piano and elec- 
tronics lull the listener into a wonderful sense 
of calm and specifically cajole the listener to 
feel in touch with modern, creative music of a 
particular sort.

°81. New drummer Peter Erskine put a bunch 
of the best cassettes together of those tours 
and had them mastered, and here they are in a 
four-CD package. Smoking gigs just oozing with 
energy and dry-ice fog, the band never played 
better. Lots of their greatest tracks, with lots 
of little arrangement changes and substitutions. 
One outstanding moment is a long acoustic 
piano section, which is rare on record. If you 
like Weather Report, spend the cash. It’s a killer 
document. 


Elder Roma Wilson -

When considering what to include in my Music 
We Like entry, | initially was going to simply write 
about, say, my top five favorite albums of all time. 
However, | decided that this would be somewhat 
unfulfilling to the readers — mainly because my 
top five consists of albums that almost every 
music lover is (or should be) already familiar 
with. Dark Side of the Moon, Tommy and Abbey 
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Road are my top three, for example. So, instead 
| am going to write about my favorite records 
that you maybe haven't heard of. In no particular 
order, the following are all must-haves for fans of 
their respective genres. 


The Ocean — Pelagial (METAL BLADE) 
| am about to make a bold statement — Pela- 
gial is the single best metal record to come out 
since Opeth’s Blackwater Park. In fact, I’ll take it a 
step further — Pelagial is probably only behind 
Death’s Symbolic and Blackwater Park as extreme 
metal’s finest work of art. Stylistically, think in 
the vein of Mastodon and Baroness, but with 
perhaps a heavier sound overall. Everything 
about this record is flawless — the writing, 
the musicianship, the lyrics, the concept. Pela- 
gial takes you on a journey from the surface 
of the ocean through the depths — each track 
being subtitled after the next layer of the sea. 
Composer and lyricist Robin Staps wanted to 
mirror this concept through the music itself as 
well — as the record progresses through each 
track, the music gets heavier, the instruments 
are tuned lower, and the overall feel becomes 
darker and sludgier. The music itself emanates 
the increasing pressure, diminishing light and 
claustrophobic environment of the aquatic 
depths. The concept does not stop there, 
however, as it has a second, more metaphorical 
meaning. Just as each song delves deeper into 
the ocean, they also delve into the human 
psyche. Thus, each song has two titles, respec- 
tive to each concept (e.g.“‘Mesopelagic: Into the 
Uncanny”). This second concept, deeply rooted 
in Freudian psychology, is where the emotion of 
the record is most poignant. It builds in dramatic 
tension, and just as the music gets heavier from 
the oceanic pressure, it gets heavier emotionally. 
All in all, Pelagial is sure to take you on a musical 
journey filled with beautiful passages, exquisite 
playing and skull-crushing heaviness. 


Favorite songs: “Demersal: Cognitive Disso- 
nance,’ “Bathyalpelagic: Impasses.” 


Acid Bath — Paegan Terrorism 


Tactics (ROTTEN) 

Acid Bath have been among my favorites since | 
discovered them in | Oth grade. For being one of 
the pioneers of the New Orleans sludge metal 
movement, they are criminally unknown. Acid 
Bath truly had a sound unlike any other, one 
which disturbingly reflects the inner workings 
of a psychopath amidst the drooping trees of 
the Louisiana swamps. Vocalist Dax Riggs’ lyrics 
only add to the palpably disturbed art, brushed 
with shades of Jim Morrison in both poetics and 
singing — that is, if Morrison were also John 


Wayne Gacy (whose art is evidently featured 
as the cover of Acid Bath’s first record, When 
the Kite String Pops). Paegan Terrorism Tactics is an 
even more mature sound from their aforemen- 
tioned debut record, continuing with their heavy 
sludge from the bayou while also delving into 
purely acoustic music, such as the chilling yet 
morbidly beautiful final track, “Dead Girl.” If art 
of the macabre is something which entices you 
like it does me, this record is truly the apex of 
such music and lyricism.

Dead Confederate — 
Wrecking Ball (tao) 


Another band with whom | fell in love during 
my | Oth grade year was Athens, Ga.-based Dead 
Confederate. Their debut record, Wrecking Ball 
— as well as their self-titled EP released the 
same year — is a concoction of grunge, country 
rock and psychedelia, creating a sort of meeting 
point between Nirvana and My Morning Jacket, 
with a touch of Pink Floyd and some Southern 
sensibility. Singer Hardy Morris is reminiscent of 
Kurt Cobain when he lets loose his howls — 
filled with emotion and passion similar to the 
grunge superstar — and lead guitarist Walker 
Howle (a rather fitting name) makes his guitar 
truly wail, with a heavenly reverb-flooded tone 
not too far from the legendary sound of David 
Gilmour (beautifully showcased in the song 
“It Was A Rose’). The entire band is honestly 
fantastic. Unfortunately, after Wrecking Ball they 
adopted a more poppy/mainstream sound, but 
if you have the chance to pick up either this 
record or their first EP (which features the jaw- 
droppingly brilliant track “Tortured Artist Saint,” 
containing some of the most astounding guitar 
work | have ever heard), you will not regret it. 


Favorite songs: ““Wrecking Ball,’ “The Rat.’ 


John Lennon - Plastic Ono 


Band (CAPITOL) 

You are probably wondering why | would 
include John Lennon, perhaps the most famous 
rock musician of all time, on a list of suppos- 
edly underground masterpieces. My reasoning 
is simple — time and time again, | meet 
fellow Beatles fanatics who, for one reason or 
another, never cared to delve into the solo 
works, aside from obvious classic songs like 
“Imagine” or “Maybe I’m Amazed.” I'll say it 
plain and simple — if you are a Beatles fan, 
or even a fan of emotional singer/songwriter 
music in general, this album is a MUST HAVE. 
| am not sure how to do it justice in just a 
write-up — it simply is an emotional master- 
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piece in every sense of the word, in some 
ways even on par with most Beatles records, 
in my opinion. Following the disbanding of the 
Beatles, each member dealt with the pain in 
their own way. Listen to each of their respec- 
tive post-Beatles debut records, and you'll 
get an idea. Ringo went through a period of 
serious alcoholism. McCartney has stated that 
he, too, was drinking a lot at that time, and it 
shows in the lack of consistent quality control 
(despite the flashes of brilliance) on some 
of those records. Harrison, of course, found 
solace in religion. Lennon’s therapy, quite liter- 
ally, was in making Plastic Ono Band. He was 


partaking in “primal scream therapy” — a 
form of therapy which, as you can imagine, 
involves unrestrained screaming — and 


decided to put it to music (something which, 
20 years later, Kurt Cobain made a career 
out of). The result is a musical experience 
more emotionally naked than any before, and 
perhaps any since. Lennon completely bares 
his soul for all to see. Plastic Ono Band is an 
amalgamation of emotional trauma, profound 
social commentary and perseverance. From a 
lyrical standpoint, it truly is unmatched. Songs 
like “Working Class Hero” reveal Lennon at 
his peak as a lyricist, on par with Bob Dylan 
or Leonard Cohen. The end result is both a 
musical and lyrical emotional storm — and | 
don’t think any real Beatles lover is able to 
keep from choking up when Lennon sings on 
the final track, “God,” “The dream is over.’ 


Favorite songs: “Mother,” “Look At Me.”

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FROM THE AMOGEBLOG 


An interview with 
KING 


By Billy Gil 


L.A.-based KING brought their uniquely stirring brand of swirling psychedelic 
soul to the Amoeba Hollywood stage for a free show on January 28, 201 6. 
Prior to the show they took time to talk to the Amoeblog. 


KING consist of Anita Bias and sisters Paris 
Strother and Amber Strother. Paris is the primary 
producer and instrumentalist of the band, while 
Amber and Anita's breahty vocals hopscotch over 
Paris' jazzy concoctions. Together they produce a 
sound that doesn't skimp on complexity but also 
exudes warmth, using horns and unabashedly 
synthy keys for a sound that weaves together 
classic soul, synth-funk, dream pop and certain 
something undefinable that gives KING its own 
essence. 


The group has drummed up a vocal fanbase on 
Twitter even before dropping its first album, one 
that includes none other than Prince, who asked 
the group to open for him one night during his 
21-night residency at the Forum in Inglewood in 
2011. Unfortunately it's also part of their story 
that as a trio of women writing and producing 
their own soul music, A&R folks have suggested 
the group alter their image and essentially dumb 
down the sound, as they told LA Weekly. | asked 
them about all of that and more when | caught 
up with them before their Amoeba show. 


When I hear your music, | know 
immediately that I love it, but I also 
am not sure of where to place it 
(which I think is a good thing). I hear 
bits of ’80s groups like Yarbrough & 
Peoples, psychedelic soul artists like 
LaBelle, standbys like Marvin Gaye 
and neo-soul artists like Lauryn 
Hill and D’Angelo. But I could be 
way off! What are some artists and 
styles that have inspired you? 


ANITA: I’ve always loved old soul- we're all 
huge Stevie Wonder fans as well as anything 
produced by Jimmy Jam and Terry Lewis — 
growing up | was listening to a lot of Brenda 
Russell, Patrice Rushen, Chaka Khan, Babyface 
— lots of '80s and '90s R&B. 


AMBER: I’d say Quincy Jones, Cocteau Twins, 
Pat Metheny, Ryuichi Sakamoto, Blonde 
Redhead, Teddy Riley, Mike Stern. 
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PARIS: Jazz standards and showtunes, Bill 
Evans, Chick Corea and Herbie Hancock, 
classic Disney films, lots of Nintendo and Sega 
soundtracks. | love Brazilian music. XTC, Joni 
Mitchell, Bonnie Raitt. Experimental stuff like 
Frank Zappa. Our inspirations come from all 
over the place.We all love a good storyteller. 


The music also sounds incredibly 
contemporary to me, like the kind 
of thing I wish I was hearing even 
more of. Do you aim for either a 
throwback or futuristic vibe with 
your music, both of which | feel 
coming through too? 


PARIS: | think there’s both that retro feeling 
and futuristic vibe — one of the coolest 
things we’re heard people say about the music 
is they can’t tell when it’s from. Some of it 
could stand up next to songs from the '70s or 
'80s, but it’s all very now — rather than aiming 
for either old or new, we're going for creating 
something classic that will stand through time, 
no matter when it’s playing or what it’s played 
with. 


What was your initial reaction when 
you saw Prince liked what you guys 
did? Excitement? Shock? And what 
was the experience like opening for 
him? 


AMBER: It was a little of both. To get the 
acknowledgment not only from him but from 
so many people in the industry was such a 
surprise but also an affirmation. 


PARIS: The forum show with Prince was our 
first official show as KING — it was thrilling 
and kind of insane to have our first show in 
front of 17,000 people. Looking back, it set 
such a high standard for the live show. It was 
a great experience. 


Do people hear your music and 
wrongly assume that you have 
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producers behind you rather than 
having written and produced every- 
thing yourselves? 


PARIS: | think that some people may have 
assumed that we had outside producers 
when we first came out, but the fact that all 
the music is self-written and -produced has 
become such a part of our story that | think 
people are aware of where the music comes 
from now. 


I’m sure there was pressure to sign 
with a major label, work with outside 
producers and change your sound. 
Why did you decide to continue to 
self-produce and self-release your 
music? 


PARIS: This is what came most naturally to 
us, the process of coming up with an idea 
and spending time fully depending it until it’s 
exactly where we want it to be. It feels special 
to present something that’s so authentically 
ourselves. 


AMBER: It was such a great experience to 
discover more about ourselves and each 
other through music, we never felt that we 
needed an outside source. 


ANITA:The music came out of our friendship 
— there was no pressure to prove anything 
to anybody, we just wanted to make the 
music we've always wanted to hear. The 
initial response from the EP was inspiring — 
putting it out to our audience as is became an 
important part of that. 


| have to say, when I first heard 
KING, I immediately wanted to 
share it with friends — which is 
exactly what a lot of people seem to 
have done. Why do you think your 
music has resonated in such a word- 
of-mouth kind of way on Twitter 
and elsewhere? Did that kind of 
response surprise you? 





PARIS: | think people pick up on the authen- 
ticity of the sound and know it’s really us 
they’re hearing, and they’re drawn to that. The 
response was such a surprise because it was 
something we originally created for family and 
friends. 


Do you have any words for other 
young women who want to make 
music or who are out there doing it 
already and struggling? 


AMBER: Just make the music you want to hear, 
and stay true to yourself. 


ANITA: Make sure it’s something you are 
completely in love with, music lasts forever.
